We havent 
asked them to work up to their 
capacity,” argued Chan.“Students 
aren't challenged enough. 开 we set 
certain expectations for them, they 
usually riseto the challenge and meet 
these expectations.”

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INS Adopts New 
Foreign Student Rules

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The US 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service recently tightened its 
regulations regarding ”foreign 
students holding 上 -1 and M-1 visas. 

“The main reason for revising 
ourregulations is to reflectthe change 
in immigration law,2” explained 
Verne Jervis, press o 包 cer of INS in 
Washington，DC.“The new rules 
are designed to make the Service 
more e 包 cient.” 

The law change to which Jervis 
referred is the -new M-1 non- 
immigrant visa classification created 
by the Immigration and Nationality 
Act Amendments for vocational or 
nonacadmeic ， students ”not jin 
language training programs. 

M-1 


Under the new regulations,，M-1 
students will be-adiaitted to the US 
for the period of time necessary to 
complete their courses ofstudyplus 
30 days, up to a maximum of one 
year. Applications will have to made 
for _ extensions of stay， School 
transfer and practical training，. 

M-1 _ students will not be 
permitted to accept employment 
except for authorized practical 
training，wWhich cannot exceed Six 
months. 

The regulations also require M-1 


Illegal Evidence Banned 


Students to certify that the education 
ortrainingtheyreceiveinthe US can 
be nutilized in their home countries 
andthatcomparable courses ofstudy 
are ”unavailable there. IThese 
Students are not permitted to change 
their education objectives，nor are 
they allowed to-transfer to other 
Schools after six months. 

The strict rules are intended to 
control abuses by students who 
attempt to prolong their stay in the 
USbymakingunnecessasry changes 
in educational objectives or Schools， 
the INS said, The new regulations 
Would permit closer scrutiny of 
length of stay and employment 
abuses by nonacademic students. 

Other rule revisions concern 
students holding FE-1 visas and 
record-keeping and reporting 
redquiretments- 

启 n important change is going 
back to the“duration of status” 
System,under which foreign students 
are admitted for the period of time 
during which they are pursuing a 名 ]1 
course of study and any authorized 
practical training, plus 30 days. 

“The duration of status policy 
allows students to enter the US and 
remain in Status as long as they stay 
in School” Jervis _ observed.， The 
policy, which had been in effect from 


In Deportation Hearings 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A divided 
Ninth Court of Appeals ruled that 
evidence obtained through illegal 
Ineans cannot be used in deporta- 
tion hearings. 

Such evidence has long been 
excluded crinimal trials，but the 
circuit court had not previously 
ruled whether the evidence could 
be used ip deportation hearings， 
which are civil proceedings. 

IMPORTANCE 

The court convened an 11- 
judge panel to rule on the ques- 
tion. Ordinarily, a three judge pa- 
nel issues the court's rulings, but 
11 judges were COnyened because 
of the importance of the issue. 

The court was Split 8 to 3 on 
the decision tobanillegally-obtain- 
ed evidence. 

The case heard by the court in 
issuing the ruling inyolved Elias 
Samdoval-Sanchez, apprehended as 
an 训 egal alien by the INS in LA 
in 1977. While being questioned 
by the INS，he admitted having 
entered the US 记 egally. 

Sandovals statement was ad- 
mitted as evidence in his deporta- 
tion hearing. Sandoval was Subse- 
quently deported on the basis of 
his statement. 


DETENTIQN 
In the majority opinion in the 
appeals court ruling， Judge 
Wiliam A. Norris  wiote that 
Sandoval had been 讶 egally detain- 
ed by the INS in violation of his 
Fourth _ Amendment rights，Be- 


cause his statement was a prioduct 
of the illegal detention, 让 was de- 
termined to be 记 egally_ obtained 
and ruled inadmissible in the de- 
portation hearing. 

But in a dissenting opinion， 
Judge _ Arthur 工 . Alarcon wrote 
that the ruling would tremendous- 
ly complicate the task of the INS 
and clog the courts. 

Alarcon argued that the effect 
of the ruling“wil be to encourage 
aliens to demand a formal depor- 
tation hearing-mnot to attempt to 
estabjlish that they are lawfully in 
the US-but to challenge the lega- 
lity of the officer's conduct.” 

Judge Norris felt that the num- 
ber of aliens escaping deportation 
because of the ruling would be 
“inconsequential,， “Those facing 
deportation may find it simpler to 
leave voluntarily with the thought 
of reentering the US at a later 
time,”Norris stated. 


November 1979 to February 1982，

Since the change in February last 
year，the INS found that most 
Students were in status an0yYWay， 
according to Jervis，Ihe yearly 
TenewWals are therefore unneceSSary 
and the decision was made to revert 
to the original duration of status 
policy. This should eliminate some 
of the.paperwork involved.， 

SIMPLER 

The revised regulations will take 
effect :on August 1 this year，also 
make Some WorK simpler for foreign 
student  o 奸 ces at schools and 
universities. Carole Shaffer， 
international _ student advisor at 
USEF,toldEastyJrestthatthe school 
had to issue a form I-20 every time a 
student leaves the 避 S， 

The INS has now created a new 
jidentity card, the form .LI20ID，on 
which all the pertinent information 
aboutthe foreign studentis recorded. 
With the form I-20ID，schools no 
longer have to issue 3a form 工 20 
every time 8a student leaves the 
country, stated Shaffer. 

Another area of change is in 
School transfer. TIhe “former 
adjudication “process has now 
become 3a notification Process. 
JInstead of requiring prior INS 
approval，the revised regulations 
only call for designated officials from 
both the old and new schools to 
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notify the INS of any transfers. 

The paperwork，however，can 
still be quite overwhelming.“It is 
Very complicated, and Idon't quite 
understand everything,” admitted 
Shaffer，who only heard about the 
rule changes at a foreign student 
advisor conference last Friday. 

IIME 

Ted Goode，advisor to foreign 
students and foreign Scholars at UC 
Berkeley,，concurred.“It is now the 
Schools ITesponsibility to report 
transfer students, he pointed out.“I 
is going to consume a lot of time.” 

Goode also pointed to the new 
regulation which requires schools to 
update a compnuter Printout listing 
data items offoreign students such as 
their names，addresses and visa 
statuSes. 

“Itwouldtake the schoolalot of 
time to compare the INS compnuter 
Printout with its own data” he 
observed. “The major problem is 
that of accessing the information. 
The data items on foreign students 
are not kept in a central location in 
the _ university. OUIT ofice (foreign 


student ofce) will have to 
coordinate everything.” 
The foreign student advisor 


notedthat such information will have 
to be updated every term. Eor_ UC 
Berkeley， which operates on aa 
Semester System，this means doing 
updates twice a year. For schools 
using a quarterly Systemy, it can be 
three times a year. 
LESS BURDENSOME 

The INS，however，takes a 
different view.“ Nowthattheyhave a 
computerized list, their work would 
be lessburdensome thaninthepast,” 
opined Jervis. “We have always 
eXxpected the schools to notify us of 
foreign students who enroll，drop 
out, transfer, or(whose courseloads) 
drop below a certain numpber of 
credits.” 

While they had to make separate 
reports on Separate lists before the 
regulation changes，everything is 
now centralized, he argued. 
Though some of the information

which INS requires the schools to 
maintain will be listed in the 
computer printouts, not all of its is 
available and some will have to be 
furnished by the schools. Students in 
duration of stay status may not have 
come into contact for long periods of 


time with the INS. Thus the agency 


may no longer have any current 
information about them， 

The revised Tegulations also 
prohibit F-1 students from engaging 
in of 人 campus employment during 
their first foll year in the US. Prior 
regulations had permitted them to 
apply for work authorization based 
on economic nefessity at any time. 

The INS arguedforthe workbar， 
notingthat applicants forF-l student 
status Imust furnish documentary 
evidence of their ability to Support 
themselves for the 包 ]1 first year: 
Moreover， applications for 
employment authorization are 
normally denied during the first year 
anyway. Ihe new regulations 
therefore eliminate many Such 
frivolous applications， the INS 
claimed. 

IMPACT 

Goode thought that the work bar 
may have a tremendous impact on 
foreign students，even though 让 
would not affect the campuses in any 
way.“We feel that this is a major 
change for the students who have 
legitimate reason for applying for 
work (in the first year), saidthe UC 
Berkeley advisor. “Now these 
students won'teven have achance. 工 
think it is Somewhat unfair.” 

Employment On campus， 
however,， will not be atfiiected by the 
reVised regulations. On-campus 
Work that won't adversely afifect a 
student's program of study， or 
displace an American resident，can 
still be authorized by the schools” 
foreign student offices. 

JIn fact, Goode suggestedthatthe 
new regulations on Practical training 
may benefit foreign _ student by 
adding the possibility of summer 
employment JIhe INS is adding a 
provision _ under which Practical 
training may be authorized for an 下 - 
1] student during his annual vacation.

Soo Lee Trials 


How many times must aman be on trial before the 


prosecutors are willing to admit that perhaps they have 
been wrong' How many years must an innocent man 
spendin jailbeforethe government decides thatperhaps 
he should be freed' 

These are just some of the questions that should 
come to mind as Chol Soo Lee, now free on bail, faces 
another trial for the death of a selfavowed Nazi while 
Lee was in prison for a crime of which he has now been 
acquitted. An appeals court has already found that the 
lower court in the prison killing erred in its ruling. Lee 
has consistently maintained that the act was done in 
Self-defense. There seems to be ample evidence to 
Show that this was indeed the case. 

Society already owes Lee for about ten years of his 
life 一 ten years during which he was wrongfully jailed. 
WoulditnotbemuchbetterforLeeandallofusiffuture 
time，Imoney and _ efforts focused more on his 
readjustmentto life on the “ outside andless on trying 
to make him spend more years in jail for his act of sel 
defense': 

Though Lee may have been a troublemaker as 3 
youth，he has now matured into a young man who 
Senses his commitment to the Asian American 
community, and its commitment to him. He deserves 3 
chance to live a new life，and 天 csYWJrest gives its 
Support to him. 口

EDUCATE 

IThe foreign student advisor 
foresees thatforthenextthreetofive 
months, the major Impact will be to 
educate the 1,730 foreign students at 
UC Berkeley.“We are Somewhat 


overwhelmed,”he admitted.“Andif | 


the Simpson-Mazzoli immigration 
bill passes， we Will have an 
additional task.” 

(IThe Immigration Reform and 
Control Act, introduced by Senator 
Simpson in the Senate and 
Representative Mazzoli ip the 
House，has ， already passed the 
Senate Judiciary Committee and the 
House subcommittee.， The bill is 
expectedto passthe Congress andbe 
Signed into law some time this 
sumimer.) 

Shaffer at USEFE has a more 
optimistic _ attitude about the INSYS 
rule changes.“It will be rough -going 
at first, ”observed the advisor of 
1,438 foreign students，“Itwilltakea 
while to adjust，but in the end it will 
be a plus for everyone.” 

The JINS first proposed the 
regulation changes in May last year. 
A 30-day comment period was later 
extended to 60 days. Jervis noted 
that the INS had considered all the 
comments in arriving at a decision. 

“Thirty individuals and 
institutions had made favorable 
comments，whbile 20 opposed,”he 
reported.“So there are 09 more 
people forthan against. But ofcourse 
you are _ never going to Please 
eVerybody.”

The 30-year-old orean 
mmigrant's problems began in 1973 
when he， was convicted of a 
Chinatown murder and sent to 
Son. His conviction Was Tecently 
)Verturned 
However，this did not  occur 
fore Lee was _ attacked by _ and 
forced to defend himself against a 
neo-Nazi prisoner， Morrison 
Needham, in 1979 while imprisoned 
at Deuel Vocational Institute. Lee 
， WaS convicted of that killing and 
Sentenced to die in the gas chamber 
at San Quentin，despite strong 
evidence that Lee had indeed acted 
in self-defense， 
VOIDED 
An appellate court voided Lee's 
1979 conyiction ” and ordered a 
retrial, to begin July 2 in Stockton 
Superior Court. Lee Was released on 
bailpendingthetrial (EL 到 3/30/83) 
and spoke with Easy 了 玫 esf about his 
Past experiences and hopes for the 
future. 
While waiting for the trial to 
begin， Lee is working as 8a 
”receptionist at the Multi-Services 
Center. “The “whole 玫 orean 
community recommended me to the 
0 ， Center” Lee said. “The director， 
= Youn-Cha Chem Chey，and the 
， board chairman felt very Strongly 
.that it would be okay for me to woOTK 
here.2” 
He is“very optimistic”that he 
Will be exonerated for the prison 
slaying and will be finally freed. 
Anticipating his freedom 一 and the 
need for a job 一 Lee has begun a

”WwWill work out for me. Inot, [lltry to 
get _ training in some alternative 
Skills.”

Lee and his Supporters have in 
fact been circulating petitions and 
Writing letters Urging the prosecutor， 
Terrence Van Oss,to drop the entire 
Case. 

“Its clearlynotin the interests of 
justice to prosecute me,”he insisted. 
“Hopefully, the letters and petitions 


will convince the prosecutor to re- 
examine this case 2 see ifor what 
证 2 
WIDE: SPREAD 

The nationwide Support he has 
gained should, in itself, convince the 
district attorney to reconsider the 
matter, he maintained.“People are 
notgoingtotaketimeoffforsixyears 
to heljp me ” without thoroughly 
investigating the case.”ILee feels 
that 让 was this widespread Support 
that finally convinced the courts to 
grant a re-trial in the 1973 murder. 

Lee was Upset, though, that the 
prosecutor in this trial will not listen 
to the many Asians urging him to 
drop the case.“It angers me that 让 
takes so many Asian voices to make 
the prosecutor see (that the case is 


-unjust). 


“Ifone police officeroronejudge 
came forward and said the case is 
unjust， it “would be dropped 
immediately,” he ”conjectured. 
“Why do somany Asianshaveto go 
through the trouble of writing letters 
and signing petitions? 工 think it's a 
sign _ of disrespect for the Asian 
community.” 

As yet, there has been no formal 
Imeeting between Lee's attorney and

responded to the requests to drop the 
case. 

PLEDGED 

Lee's Supporters have not just 
been Signing petitions and making 
small donations. When Lee Was 
granted 3a rer-trial for the Deuel 
killing，bail was originally set at 
$250,000 andhis supporters pledged 
property worth $500,000. 

(When property is put up as bail， 
itmustbetwice the value ofthe cash 
amount. Lee:Ssbail was laterreduced 
to $125,000 and .his supporters 
pledged “”$250,000 “worth of 
property.) 

“These peopletrustedme andthe 
justness of my case enough to put 
their houses up,”he said.“I really 
admire and respectthem for standing 
by their opinion of me.” 

Despite this support and his own 
confidence，Lee admitted to being 
concerned about the outcome of the 
trial.“Anytime you go in front of a 
jury, you never know what they will 
decide,”he acknowledged. 

Money is also on Lee's mind: his 
defense could cost over $100,000. 
“Tm really worried how we could 
Taise this much money.”JDefense 
Committees have .been Taising 
Ioney across the country, but most 
of the donations are in $5 and $10 
amounts and not nearly enough 
money has been raised, he Said. 


When he's not working at the 
Multi-Services Center， Lee is 
WwWorking “with ， the “Defense 
Committees， circulating petitions 
and making Short speechestotry and 
raise money“Tm aware ofhowhard 
they”ve been working for the last Six 
years. Now that Tm free, I want to 
helpthem anywayIcan.”He is even 
flying to NY soon, to assist the NY 
Defense Committee. 

Not surprisingly，Lee Was Very 
eager for his  ， release IThe 
anticipation ofbeing released on bail 
rose as he was transferred of 任 death 
Iow at San Quentin and returned to 
the San Joaquin County jail for his 
bail hearing. 

“TI _ was Very anxious (to be 
released),”Lee recalled.“Knowing 
WhyIwas being taken to Stockton;, 工 
knew that the possibility of freedom 
was finally within reach. 

.“During the ten days Ispent in 
the San Joaquin County jail for the 
bail hearing，I _ spent my tme 
mentally “Preparing myself for 
freedom.”Lee said he experienced 
“a sense of tremendous relief and 
happiness”when he walked out of 
jail for the first time in nearly ten 


years. 
NO PROBLEM 

Lee Said he.had“no problem 
whatsoever” adjusting to his 
freedom.“Since 工 ve been free the 
last three ， Weeks， Tve ， been 
appreciating ， the little things: 
stopping at a restaurant， taking the 
bus, just looking at the View. 

“There's no wayIcan absorb the 
freedom all at once, though. All the 
things Ithought about doing while 工 
was in prison 一 TIcantdothem all at 
the snap of my fingers. ButTm doing 
alittle at atime, bit by bit.” 

Lee hopes that his freedom isn't 
just temporary, though. If in his re- 
trial, heis once again conVicted ofthe 
Prison killing, he will，of course,be 
Sent back to Prison . 

Lee admits to having hard 
feelings about the time he has spent 
in prison.“I do feel bitter, ”he said. 
“I was unjustiy prosecuted, unjustly 
imprisoned and had to experience 
being on death row, sentenced to die. 

“There were people who knew 工 
Was innocent，too，and they were 
goingtoletme diein the gas chamber 
to cover Up their mistakes (in 
investigating the Chinatown murder 


and the Deuel Killing),”charged 
Lee. 
OUTWEIGH 
“But 工 also have -positive 


feelings,”he quickly added.“The 
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positive feelings come from having 
metthemany;many beautiful people 
who supported me， Overall，the 
positive feelings outweigh the 
negative.” 

He was even able to joke abonut 
the prison， Deuel ”Vocational 
JInstitute. “People would hear the 
name and think it was for job 
training. They would call and ask 
how they could apply,”he laughed. 

One of the positive feelings that 
came 人 from his time in prison Was 3 
greater Sense of compassion. “IsSaw 
a lot of violence in prison and 工 
learned to have compassion from 
Seeing So much violence.” 

The mostrewarding aspect of his 
ordeal was the tremendous 
community support he has received. 
“Tve met the best the Asian 
community has to offer,”Lee said of 
his Supporters. 

“It took ,me Some time to 
understand why people would want 
to _ help me; why someone would 
Spend Six years helping a strangeT. 
But TIrealized that the reason had to 
do with Asian history in America 
and the persecution Asians have 
received,”Lee explained. 

NORMAL PERSON 

“think the Support came 
because when Asians see me, they 
see that [Im not an extraordinary 
person. TEm a normal perSon like 
everyone else and they see me 3S 8 
reflection of themselves， They 
realize that 如 ey couldbe im ;oned 
on the basis of their race， 

FEor Lee,there is no questiofthat 
he was arrested and conVicted of the 
original Chinatown murder simply 
because he was Asian. “In the 
original trial，the police and the 
prosectuor felt that as long as they 
had an Asian suspectin custody,that 
Was good enough to prosecute.” 

Lee's problems with racism did 
not end in prison. He said that there 
are few:Asiansin prison and they are 
subjected to racial hatred. 区 was 
because he was Asian that he was 
attacked by neo-Nazi prisoners at 
Deuel and was forced to kill 
Needham in self-defense. “Asians 
are Very vulnerable in prison,”Lee 
noted. 

The majority of his Support has 
come from the Asian community， 
Lee said，and there has been only 
limited Support from outside the 
Asian community. But Lee hopes 
that other communities will also be 
aware of racial persecution. “We

Hoh is married with two sons and 
two daughters.

Though Kaiser had wanted him 
to work there fulltime， Hoh 
explained why he refused.“Iwanted 
to help my own community 一 not 
only as a professional，but in 
whateverwayTIcould. WhenIbegan， 
I helped people fill out forms，like 
Social Security and welfare. IThere 
Were no bilingual agencies at that 
time (in the late 3$0s).2 


FEIGHTING 
He recalled fighting to retain the 
nurse， at” ”Lincoln School in 


Chinatown when the school district 
announced 让 was thinkng of 
transferring her to another School. 

IThe doctor also recounted how 
he andsome others in the community 
helped to start the Oakland Chinese 
Community Council when they 
realized the impact of the changes in 
the immigration laws of 1965. (The 
changes liberalized family 
reunification and allowed more 
Chinese women and childrento enter 
the country，thus increasing .the 
poplation many-fold.) 

Then, in 1979, the focus ofmuch 
of his volunteer work shifted,， That 
year he was elected to serve on the 
board of trustees of the Peralta 
Community College District. 

“ITjoinedthat group to open some 
doors. 下 here are five colleges (in the 
Peralta _ district)，including Laney. 
Laneyis So close (to Chinatown), but 
让 never approached Chinatown for 
outreach,” he charged. 

“Educational services ，are 
needed by new immigrants and 
othersliving here. The Chinese,of all 
people， are interested in 
education!'” Hoh exclaimed.“This 
is a natural marriage.

As president of the board，Hoh 
acknowledged that he spends many 
hours on college-related work 一 
meetings，lobbying in Sacramento， 
conferences. All of which volunteer 
activities take him away from his 
practice.

noted Shangraw. Previous exhibits 
of Chinese art that came to this 
country had objects coming from 
different collections.Ihe Present 
concentration retains the flavor and 
characteristic of the Shanghai 
Museum， 

“This is also the first Chinese 
exhibition to _ include Chinese 
paintings,”said Shangraw.“Ihirty- 
eight paintings from the Ming and. 
Qing dynasties will be on display. 
All the important masters，Such as 
Wu Wei，Wen Ching-ming，Chou 
Ying, Dong Qi-chong，Chen Hong- 
Shou, will be represented, according 
to the curator. 

“The Shanghai Museum is very 
famous for its painting collection,” 
he explained.“Onut of the 105,000 
pieces of art objects in its collection， 
Twould say atleast 509% or more are 
paintings.” 

In addition to the 38 paintings， 
the exhibition includes cereamics， 
bronzes, Sculptures, jades, and other 
works of applied art, The 232 pieces 
that will be on display next week 
span the entire range of Chinese art 
history， 

The oldest objects date back to 
neolithic times (3,500-2;,000 B.C.). 
One of Shangraw's favorites is a 
pottery “piece “from 
northwestern China around 2,S00 
B.C.“ “It is a rare piece showing a 
Sophistication in art consciousness，” 
Said the expert in archaeology. 


RARE 

Although the Arvery Brundage 
Collection ofthe Asian Art Museum 
has some very high quality pieces of 
neolithic pottery，it does not have 
any excavated from the Shanghai 
area， The inclusion of these items 
provides a rare Opportunity for San 
Franciscans to see these Specialties 
from the Shanghai Museum. 

The exhibition will also contain a 
good-sized collection of Buddhist 
bronze sculptures dating from the 6th 
to 13th century. 

Ihe pieces Were Selected jointly 
by the curators of the Shanghai 
Museum and ”Director-Chief 
Curator Yvon d Argence of the 
Asian Art Museum, with input from 
the imuseum staff (E[ 歼 4/6/83) 
The main criterion used in the 
Selection process is “absolute top 
quality.” 

Shangraw，however，conceded 
that a few items have been included 
because of their unusual features. 人 A 
“magic”mirror from the Western 
Han dynasty (206 B.C.-A.D. 8) has 
aremarkabnle ability to reflect from 
its polished bronze Surface an image 
of the design on its nonreflective， 
decorated face. 


Another unusual item is a 400- 
year-old bronze water basin which 
can Spurt out water when its handles 
are rubbed. 

“They probably wouldn't fit into 
our criteriafortop quality”admitted 
the curator.“But the Chinese felt 
that they would be crowd pleasers.” 

The exhibition will remain in SF 
until September. It then travels to 
Chicago, Houston, and Washington，

SEATTLE 一 After an almost 
two-year struggle, the country s only 
legislatively-mandated state 
commission for Asian Pacific 
Americans has won 3a reprieve. This 
past  _ Saturday， Governor John 
Spellman signed into effect a law 
which extends the life of the 
Washington State Commission on 
Asian American Affairs for another 
five years. 

His action came Shortly after 
both the Senate and the House has 
Passed Similar bills on behalf of the 
agency which is directed by law to 
actas aliaisonbetweenthe state and 
the Asian American communities. 

SEAITITLE 
Rep. Gary Locke and Senator 
George Fleming，both Democrats 
from Seattle，which has the state's 
highest concentration of Asian 
Pacific Americans pushed hard for 
the passage of the bills in their 


TeSpective houses， noted 
commission “executive “director 
Vivian Luna. 

“It was aa combination of 


community Support， 
commission's track record and our 
friends in the legislature (thathelped 
pass the bill),” explained Luna. 
-“The community came through in 
coming for hearings and writing 
letters...The “people 。 down “ip 
Olympia (the state capitol) knew of 
the need.” 

She informed 无 asYTFest that 
over 100 organizations sent in letters

of support.“Then there were alot of 
people calling in, too,”she added. 
“The governors o 什 ce got a lot of 
calls.” 

Commission chair Ray Corpuz， 
Jr. observed thatthe commission bill 
Was 8 “governors request item.” 
This meant that Spellman wanted 
the commission to Survive the 
threatened termination，According 
to the state's Sunsetlaws, the agency 
would have otherwise had to end in 
June. 


“TI don't believe it was unusual 
(for the commission bill to be a 
governors request item). The 
commission is considered to be part 
of the executive branch 
government,”Corpuz explained.“It 
may have been unusual (though) 
because he had wanted to limit his 
executive requests this year.” 

According to Luna, the governor 
himself pushed for only about 18-20 
bills out of tbe 100 presented to him. 
Fortunately the commission bill was 
among the select few.“Ihat helped; 
that really helped,”she insisted. 

Both Corpuz and Luna agreed 
that the Support of the group Asian 
Elected O 仁 cials probably helped 
persuade Spellman to take his 
affirmative Stance for the、，12- 
member commission and its charge. 

That group，comprised of abonut 
20 persons met with the governor 
and requested that he make the 
commission bill a priority for his

of 人 ce.“This is the highestnumber of 
Asian elected o 凶 cials ever in this 
state,” Corpuz commented. “Five 
years ago, there were only six.”He 
felt that these o 巴 cials，with the 
community at large，wWere key in 
reminding the governor about his 
commitment to affirmative action. 
BUDGET 

While the fight for existence has 
been won 一 at least for the next five 
years 一 Luna stressed that the 
commission still waits to hear about 
its budget level. 

“The House level is $124,000， 
which is also the governor s request 
level. But,”she cautioned, “we don't 
know what will come out of the 
Senate's Special -Session.” Luna 
explained that the Senate may 
recommend a slightly lower figure 
for the next biennium , 

On the other hand，Corpuz was 
optimistic. The lowest figure he has 
heard is $117,000.“We could still 
live with that.”The maximum figure 
is the $124,000 now offered by the 
House. “Whichever version and 
whichever revenue package prevails， 
the commission will not receive less 
than what it needs to Survive in its 


present form,” predicted _ the 
chairperson. 
For the _ commission， that 


currently means 1.3 sta 任 persons， 
and additional money to conduct 
projects for the next two-year 
funding period. 

With most of the war won, Luna 
acknowledged that she is now ableto 
turn her thoughts more towards 
planning for the future. “Atthe next 
commission meeting in May，we'Te

The 
Suit charged the minority group with 
Violating the federal Change of Bank

Teporting and filing procedures in 
bank takeover attempts. The suit 
Sought an injunction against the 


iminority group from  voting "its 


shares ard from seeking proxy votes 
from other shareholders. 
DISMISSED 

The suit was dismissed by 

Superior Court Judge Aguillar last 

Week.“Thejudge said that there had 

been no violations of federal-law,” 


said Daniel Rappaport, the attorney 


Tepresenting Chan and the Six 
defendant directors. 

“JIn addition, the jadge said that 
the only reason the suit had been 
brought wasto gain an advantageina 
proxy fight,”continued the attorney， 
“Henotonly denied the motion fora 
preliminary injunction, he dismissed 


the entire case. In effect, he threw 


them out of court.” 
A spokesman for CNB was not 


-available for comment. 


The fight among CNB's board of 


:directors centers on who should 


control the bank， according .to 
Stephen Doi, one of the defendants 
im the case. Doi charged that the 
majority group，which includes four 
bank managers，wWanted to obtain 


control sothatthebank management 
and not the stockholders controlled 
the institution， 

“Its a question of the fox 
watching the “chickens,” Doi 
maintained， “We don't think 
management Should control the 
board of directors. It should be the 
other way around.” 

FATE 

Michael Chau，another of the 
defendants named in the suit， 
concurred with Doi's analysis of the 
struggle for control of the bank. 
“This victory (in the suit) allows the 
Shareholders to determine the fate of 
the bank.” 

Part of the problem concerned 
efforts by the minority group on the 
board to find out just who the 
shareholders _ are， The minority 
group had requested a list of 
shareholders，so _ that they could 
request prOxy votes for those shares. 
Ihe majority group refused to turn 
Over the shareholders list. 

The minority group had also 
requested information about bank 
loans,which alsowas notturned over 
to them. The judge ruled that both 
sets of information had to be given to 
the minority directors. 

“The main - problem was the 
refusal by the majority group to 
provide the minority group with 
basic information to which all 
directors are entitled,” said 
Raymond Wong&g one of the 
attorneys in the case. 

Wong is-considering initiating a 
counter suit on behalf of Arthur 
Chan against the majority board 
Imembers for restitution of the bank 
funds used to pay the costs of the

Supreme Court To Rule 
On Validity of Sweep Raids 


WASHINGTON 一 Ihe Su- 
preme Court agreed on Monday to 
decide the constitutionality of 
SWeep raids by the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. Im a 
one-sentence statement, the Court 
agreed to review a 1982 ruling by 
the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals banning such raids. 

In the raids，it is customary 
INS procedure to block the exits 
fromna a factory site and detain and 
question all employees inside 
about their immigration status， 
When the INS raided two garment 
factories in LA in 1977 using such 
procedures,，four employees who 
were not ilegal aliens challenged 
the right of the INS to detain 
them. 

FOURIH AMENDMENT 

The four employees sued the 
INS for violating their Fourth 
Amendment rights against 计 egal 
search and seizure，A district 
court judge dismissed their suit， 
but the employees appealed the 
decision to _ the Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in SF. The ap- 
peals court sided with the em- 
ployees aind ruled the raids un- 
constitutional. 

The appeals ”court decision 
stated _ that the raids “intrude 
upon the Privacy and security of 
the workers.”The INS could only 
question Specific workers whom it 
had reason to _ believe were iegal 
aliens. The INS was also forbidden 
to block the exits to the factory 
Site . 

The decision to appeal the de- 
cision to the Supreme Court Was 
made by the INS. INS officials 
had argued that 让 the decision 
were allowed to stand, their effec- 
tiveness at catching 记 egal aliens 
Would be “greatly diminished 让 
not totally destroyed.” 

INS officials noted that swWeep' 
raids enabled them to apprehend 
upb to 20,;000 记 egal aliens a year 
in the LA area alone. The rulin8 
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against blocking factory exits had 
madefactory:Traids more dangerous 
as Well because 刘 egal aliens w 记 
be encouraged to flee.” 
FEAR 

Lawyers for the four em- 
ployees who brought the original 
suit had asked the Supreme Court 
to leave the appeals court decision 
in effect and not to reconsider 让 . 
They argued that the INS raids 
create“an atmosphere of fear and 
confusion among the entire Work 
force”and “are by their very na- 
ture Tepugnant to the essence of 
the Fourth Amendment. 


“The (factory) surveys are Un- 
precedented in their repressiVe 
features and their broad scope. 
They capture and detain entire 
Work forces，sometimes numbeT- 
ing several hundreds of persons at 
once，WwWithout reason to Suspect 
even asingle particular individual 
of wrongful activity.” 

LA-attorney Henry R. Fenton， 
Iepiesenting the garment Workers， 
said because of its Significance, he 
Was not SuIprised by the Supreme 
Court's _ decision to hear the case- 
“Even though we opposed the 
Court's hearing the case, it realy 
Wasnit Unexpected because of the 
importance of the (lower court S) 
decision,”Fenton concluded. 

Immigration officials have said 
that the current appeals court rul- 
ing only pertains to the Ninth Cir- 
cuit，which contains the states of 
Cajlifornia，， Alaska， Arizona， 
Hawaii，Idaho，Montana，Navada， 
Oregon and Washington. If the Su-

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UC May Drop Filipinos As 
Underrepresented Minority

BERKELEY 一 Angered bythe 
University of California Student 
Affirmative Action Policy 
Committee's Tecommendation to 
drop Filipino's as an underrepresen- 
tedminority, Filipino students at UC 
Berkeley staged a protest last weeK. 

Around 60 students gathered in 
front of the administration building 
at Sproul Plaza,， chanting and 


carrying SignsTeading:“Filipinos are- 


Underrepresented at UC Berkeley;” 

“Third World Students Unite， 

Affirmative Action is ourright;”and 

“Filipinos are here to stay.?” 
ARITY 

UC's recommendation to drop 
Filipinos is based on parity between 
the percentage of enrolled Filipino 
undergraduates in the UC system 
and the percentage of high school 
graduates in California. 

According tothe office ofstudent 
research there were 444 Filipino 
undergraduate students enrolled at 
Berkeley in the fall of 1982. They 
represented 2.290 of the 
undergraduate .population. At the 
same time, the_ number of Filipino 
high School graduates ”from 
California public schools was only 
1.296. 

“We feel that the committee”s 
definition of parity is not adequate 
Since it Was based only on one year 
1979-80,” argued Pat Catolico， 
chair of the UC Berkeley Pilipino 
American Alliance (PAA). 

In a letter to the UC Student 
Affirmative Action Policy 
Committee, the organization stated 
that the comparison of -Berkeley:s 
enrollment to the number of Filipino 
high school graduates was clouded 
by Several factors: 

Many Filipinos attend private 
Catholic high schools，not public 
Schools; 

Many are .often classified as 
Hispanic or Asian，leading to an 
undercount in high school figures; 
and， 

Some Filipinos do not formally 
多 aduate from high school, because 
they take high school proficiencytest

DROP 

Should the recommendation be 
approved by the state legislature， 
combined with the current increases 
in fees andtuition, Catolico feelsthat 
the enrollment of Filipino students 
at UC would drop. 

.Her feelings were echoed by 
Alex Esclamado Jr., who added that 
UC Berkeley's Academic Senate is 
considering making changes in 
Subject A (remedial English) 
courses，and this could also affect 
Filipino enrollment， 

Some of the proposed changes 
for Subject A courses include: not 
giving credit for Subject A courses; 
charging students who take Subject 
A an additional fee; requiring that 
SubjectAbe completedbytheend of 
the freshmen year; and Temoving 
Subject A from the _ university 
curriculum 。 altogether， thereby 
making it an entrance requirement. 

“This proposal directly affects 
all Asian students since most of the 
students enrolled in Subject 人 
courtses are Asian,”Esclamado 
explained. 


TARGET 
The _ university administration 
defended the plan and its 


implementation，however. “Under 
the plan，Filipinos would still be a 
target group for retention， 
Tecruitment and Support SerVices,” 
maintained Ed Apodaca, director of 
Student Academic Ser- 
vice/Admissions Outreach. 

“By looking at high school 
graduates we found that Filipino 
enrollment at UC was equal or 
greater. UP to 1983 they were 
coming in at an almost double rate,” 
he Said. 

“Persoeonally 工 think they're 
doing well not because of affirmative 
action，but as a group they value 
education,”Apodaca added.“The 
push to go to School comes from peer 
and family Support.” 

Apodaca stressed that only high 
income Filipinos would be excluded 
from affirmative action programs 
and that Filipino enrollment at UC 
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would be monitored closely to make 
Sure thatthere would be no dramatic 
drop in enrollment. 
、 REFUTED 

Mas Suzuki,， also a member of 
the Filipino student group，refuted 
Apodaca's statements saying that 
high income ”Filipinos ”were 
considered by the university as those 


who do not qualify for the Equal 
Opportunity Program (了 OP). 


“JIn orderto qualify forEOP you 
Imustcome from afamily offour with 
an annual income under $14,000 
andneitherparents should have gone 
to _ college. Nobody but the very 
impoverished can be accepted, 


-Suzuki explained， 


Another student，Ligaya Pono, 


Speculated that Filipinos were being 
singled out by the committee 
because of the stereotype of Asians 
making it. “Economically there is 
also less money to _ put out for 
Tetention and Support services,”she 
Said. 

PAA is continuing its efforts to 
maintain Filipinos 38 an 
underrepresented minority and is 
WwWorking with other third world 
student groups on campus in Support 
of these programs.

Detroit Asian Americans 
_File Wrongful Death Suit 


DEIROII 一 Asian Americans 
in the Detroit area have filed a $6 
million suit against two men who 
killed  a Chinese American 
immigrant there last Summer， 人 
group comprised of friends of 
Vincent Chin and other concermed 
persons calling themselves 
American Citizens for Justice filed 
the wrongful death action against 
Ronald Ebens and Michael Nitz, the 
two convicted with thebeating death.

Wayne County 
Circuit Judge Charles Kaufman had 
found the men unsuitable for prison 
because they were employed family 
Imen.

ANGER 

The case's ruling has engendered 
much public anger. The national 
organization of the Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance, based 
in San Franciscc, earlier this month 
Sent ai letter to Judge Kaufman 
expressing its displeasure. 

“The victim，an Asian or any 
ethnic person in the United States， 
(is) to be treated as (a) citizen ofthis 
nation, thereby entitled to all rights 
and protection as all citizens are,2” 
the CACA letter read.“We hope 
that the victim as an Asian did not 
prejudice you on your final lenient 
decision.” 

The SF-based civil rights agency 
Chinese for A 什 rmative Action also 
sent letters of protest to Kaufman， 
and Wayne County prosecutor 


William Cahalan. 

“We here in San Francisco 
experienced the double- 
asSassinations of Mayor George 
Moscone and City “ Supervisor 
Harvey Milk in 1978. IThe killer， 
Dan White, was sentenced to Seven 
years ”imprisonment. All San' 
Franciscans continue to be mortified 
by this lenient sentence,” charged 
the CAA letter to 上 aufman. 

MORE EQUAL 

“The Dan White decision，like 
youT decision on Ebens and Nitze， 
has led many to believe that some 
individuals are more equal than 
others before the law,” it continued. 

“It is our understanding that on 
Eriday, April 29,.you Wil decide 
whether to allow your decision to 
stand orto amend it. Weurgeyoufor 
the Sake of justice， to impose 
imprisonment as the just form of 
punishment for murder. 

“If you allow your decision to 
stand， then ,you have made 3a 
mockery of the legal system, and of 
your responsibility to uphold justice 
for all,”concluded CAA. 

According to CAA civil rights 
advocate，Alan Huie， the agency 
last Wednesday sent out requests to 
its over 1;,600 members to send in 
their own letters of protests.“The 
TeSponse has been pretty good so 
far,”observed Huie. - 

“Some letters 
come in, and we'”ve received a lot of 
inquiries about it. Without us 
actually having to say it, people feel 
that the ruling was _ racially- 
motivated， and even the killing 
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itselb”the advocate stated.“This 
issue has stirred up a lot of people 
and that's good.” 口

On a scale of 1-10, this years 
just-concluded San Francisco Film 
Eestival deserves an 8, more for the 
Overall quality of the films than for 
the one or two masterworks snagged 
by the festival.
